Shall he mell hia cropa In
the market, Including ‘the fercility
necesairily takon from his soll dur-
ing tha growlig process, or shall ha
convert those sama crops Into the vast
variaty ot pogsible products, suth ns
beef, wool, mutton, pork, cheese, eggH,
poultry, horses, mules, ete, which taf
naturally ba marketed more cheaply
than the crops they now represent,
and at same thne, through the medium
of manure from the stable, retain the
greater part of ‘the fertllity for the
benefit of succeeding cropa?

Thae latter solutivai of the problem
will _appoal to all farmers, sainca it 18
a known fact that-in order to obtain
tho best results—that s, n steady in-
cronsa of yicld—tha crops grown on
the farm must ha fed thete, In order
to return the fertility to the soll In the

ghape of fertilizer—the good stable
manure.
Thias necessitates the use of live

stoek, and the farmer who thus con-
verts his crops Into such stock beeomes
not only a stock-grower, but a mnnil-
facturer In every sense of the word
‘And ns the manufacturer, befora enter-
ing upon an enterprise, always counts
the cost, end 1§ parcticulaply careful
to have tha most improved machinery,
50 must the farmer bo caréful and dis-
ereet in his clioles of hla live stock,

decifles ‘to feed the sald crops to llve
atock ha apparently loscs tho dlscern-
mont displayed at ‘market, and I8 In-
difforent to/the fact that he ls feading
his erops to. inferior anlmals, which
will nmever bring even n fair price In
return. for the food consumed. It Is
impossible to understand why o farmer
should feed n gcow n your . when her
milik prodiuctlon for that time will not
even pay her board. Yet it s a known
fact that many a dalry herd in this
cointry ls not moking eénough to puy
for the food consumod, and yet! ‘tho
rarmers keop the same herd year after
year, rarely making expensas, when
thoy could be in posaession of a herd
which would pay & Anrge price for the
fond consumed.

It Is useless to attempt to grow good
bheef to be sold at a proflt from dairy
enttle, and oqually Impossiblo to reap
profitablo results when using beet-hred
cows for dalry purposcs, This may bo
anld of ‘every varloty and breed of dos
mestic  animals, and since oach haa
its apeninl place and particular line of
work the rarmer must conform to this
fact in order to gat the best resulta
and best prices for his crops.

Then, slnce it liag beah, and Is con-
atanitly belng, demonstrated  that in
handlling llye atock thp best resulls ara
obialtfed by having Improved stock,
the pure bred as far aa possaible, it
heliooyves our farmars to breed thelr do-
mestie animals, no matter what may bo
tha variaty or bread, with that ond In
view, determitied that thelr crops shall
#o. Lo feed no Inferior anlmal whan
it 1s posslble to lhnve the {mproved
stock; and slhca only the wealthy can
buy the régldtereq mnlé and femala,
the cheanpest and bpste plan 1€ for the
farmers to begin by Belectlng tho best
of thelr feinalea 03 dams and  cross
them with a registered male, ;

Thls ean be dons by all of our farm-
ors, and applies to each and avery
brend or varlety of domestle anfmals.

I'or example, & man has Beveral very
ordlnary cows, of no known breads,
He crosses thom with o reglstored
Guernsey bully and asg a result of this
cross the offspring were, of course,
half-bred.  When these haelfars ma-
tured, he erosaed them with a Guorn-
sey bully belng eareful to get ono of
purest blood, and as o result of this
orogd the offspring was three-guartér-
hred: and  beautiful  spocimeéns  of the
Guernséy brecd, In this way, {n &
faw yeoars' time, he had o fine dnlry
hierd of practienlly pure-bred Guern-
soyve#,  But while® thus Improving tho
herd, it ls all-lmportant that no-grade
males bo Used for breeding purposes,
na It will be gesn that when this is
done the herd falls back inatead of ad-
vancing In grade. Tlhe only safe plan
l1 to dispose of all grade males, so fae
a3 breeding purposes are  concerned,
antd breed only to reglstercd males.

In this manner all our farmers have
it In thelr power Lo have Improved
stogk at little or no additional/expense,
as they would breed their stock in
any cnse,
